Big  Trees  of  California. 

Let  us  first  walk  on  the  big  stump. 
You  see  it  is  perfectly  smooth, 
sound  and  level.  Upon  tliis  stump, 
incredible  it  may  seem,  on  the  4th 
of  July  thirty-two  persons  were 
engaged  in  two  sets  of  cotillions 
at  one  time,  without  suffering  any 
inconvenience  whateyer,  and  be- 
sides these  there  were  musicians 
looking  on.  Acrots  the  solid 
\YOod  of  this  stump,  5i  feet  from 
thr  ground  (now  the  bark  is  rc- 


moTfd  vlicb  wm  Trom  15  to  18  inches  io 
thickoeas)  metsured  25  feet  uid  with  the  b»rk 
28  feet.  Think  for  •  niomeut :  the  stump  of  a 
tree  exceeding  nitie  yanU  in  diametir  aod 
•onod  to  the  rery  center  1  Thia  tree  employ- 
ed five  ntea  for  twenty-two  days  in  feliio|f  it 
^ot  chopping  it  down,  bnt  boring  it  off  with 
pomp  augor-t.  A(^'r  tbe  ftem  was  fairly 
severed  from  the  stamp,  tbe  nprightneai  ot  the 
tree  aod  breatlth  of  ita  base  sustained  it  in  its 
poeitioo.  To  accomplish  the  feat  of  throwing 
it  uTfr,  about  two  and  a  hull  days  wen.'  spent 
in  inserting  wt^lges  and  driring  tbem  in  by 
thc  butts  of  trees,  until  at  last  the  unble  mon- 
arch of  tbe  furrest  was  forced  to  tremble  and 
then  to  fall,  after  braying  tbe  'battle  and  the 
breeae'  of  nearly  three  thouMod  years.  Tbii« 
noble  tree  was  302  feet  in  bight,  and  9C  feet 
io  circumfrence  at  the  grouiiil."  Again  he 
says:— "A  short  distance  from  the  above  lies 
the  proMtrate  and  majestic  botly  of  the  'Fath- 
er of  tbe  Forrest,'  tbe  largest  tree  of  the  whole 
group,  half  hurried  in  tbe  soil,  iliis  tree 
measured  in  circumfrence  at  the  roots  110  feet

The  ocean  is  about  the  last  place  one  would 
expect  to  be  annoyed  with  dust,  yet  rast  vol- 
uroes  of  it  sometimes  swaep  over  thc  Atlantic, 
and  still  more  frequently  over  the  Metiiterra- 
nean.  Not  long  3go,  a  vessel  that  had  been 
eaaght  in  a  dust  Ktorm  at  sea,  arrived  at  this 
port.  Th«  crew  declared  that  thc  "flying  dirt" 
almost  choaked  and  blinded  tbem;  and  al— 
though  sailors'  yams  are  not  framed  with  an 
eye  to  truth,  there  was  nothing  in  the  story 
itself  which  militated  against  its  credibility.— 
It  is  well  known  that  ilu'ot  showers  Hometimes 
occur  at  distances  of  fr3m  1,000  to  1,5000 
miles  from  land.  Tbe  particles  are  generally 
of  a  brick-dust  hue,  and  they  have  been  known 
to  fall  so  thickly  a'<  to  make  the  wa  "one  red 
as  far  as  tbe  eye  crmld  reach.  Doctori  disa- 
gree as  to  the  origin  of  this  phenomenon.— 
Two  fart?,  which  have  recently  come  to  light, 
seem,  however,  to  settle  the  question  defiuitcly- 
One  is,  that  the  ingredients  of  the  dust  are 
everywhere  the  same;  the  other,  that  these  in* 
gredienti  arc  exclusively  South  American.- 
Animalcnifl;,  and  the  debris  of  anilcolse,  found 
only  on  that  continent,  uuiformly  present  in 
tbe  Mediterrean  siroccos,  the  Cape  de  Yerde 
sand  bla-its,  and  the  dost  drifts  occasionally 
met  within  the  neighborhood  of  the  Asores. 
The  theory  is  that  the  material  is  taken  up 
from  the  parched  pampas  of  equatorial  ameri- 
ca  by  whirlwinds  aixkcarried  by  trade  winds 
to  ilivtniit  latitudes. —  Hxckaiige.
